This  latter  is  the  amount  we  ourselves  sow,  and  find  same  very  satis- 
factory. It  can  be  sown  at  different  times  of  the  year;  especially  if  you  wish  same  for  pasturage, 
or  if  you  are  short  of  hay.  It  can  be  sown  in  April,  in  May,  in  June,  in  July,  and  even  in  August, 
and  will  return  glorious,  heavy  crops. 

FEEDING  VALUE — Here  is  where  Billion  Dollar  Grass  comes  into  play.  Prof.  Williams  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  says:  “Already  widely  grown  as  a hay  crop,  it  de-
